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Claims 23-25, 27 and 34-35 have been cancelled. The active claims are 22, 26, 28-33 and 

36-39. 

Claim 39 should be ended with a period. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claims 22 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hausman. 

Claims 29-33 and 36-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hausman in view of Copeland. 

Interpretation of the applied references has already been set forth in the lsat Office action. 
The interpretation is incorporated herein by reference thereto. 

In the communication filed on March 4, 1998, applicants rely on the feature of sneding a 
signal indicating to the host that the received message has already been transmitted when the 
message has only been completely received but not yet been transmitted. Hausman teaches this 
feature in column 3 lines 21-23. The adopter of Hausman sends a signal to the host indicating that 
the entire packet has been received as soon as the adapter receives the entire packet. As far as the 
host is concern, there is no difference whether the signal indicates transmission is completed or 
receiving is completed. See applicants' other independent claims 29 and 37. The signal is recited 
for indicating receiving and not transmission is completed. 
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
